Rice cultivation is one of the recent 
industries of this section, and millions 
have already been made out of it- 
Much of this land was bought by the 
rice planters at ?10 and ?15 an acre, 
before its value 'as rice land had beeu 
proven. The average yield of an acre 
of rice land, varies from $35 to $70 a 
year. Today, this land Js valued at

A Journal Broke. 


Early this morning another wreck of 


less importance than that which occur- 
red at Ft. Recovery, happened at a 
point between Celina and Coldwater,

and necessitating a call for the wreck 
rain. 
The wreck train and crew
